SAYS KERENSKY. 


Premier of Russia Sounds the 
Call for Assistance. 


Insist Slavs Have not Quit, but 
are Exhausted. 


Declares Allies Must Now Bear 
Var Burden. 


{PY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.) 
PETROGRAD, Thursday, Nov. 1. 
—In view of reports reaching Petro- 
grad that the impression was 


Virtually out of the war, Premier 
Kerensky discussed the present con- 
dition of the country frankly with 
the Associated Press. He said Rus- 
sia was worn out by the long strain, 
but that it was ridiculous to say the 
country was out of the war. 

The Premier referred to the years 
in which Russia had fought her own 
campaign alone, with no such as- 
sistance as has been extended to 
France by Great Britain and now by 
America. He sald he felt help was 
needed urgently and that Russia 
asked it as her right. He urged that 


the United States give aid in the 
form of money and supplies and ap- 
pealed to the world not to lose 
faith in the Russian revolution. 

Russia, M. Kerensky added, was 
taking an enormous part in the 
struggle and those who said she was 
out of it must have short memories. 

“Russia has fought consistently 
since the beginning. She saved 
France and England from disaster 
early in the war. She is now worn 
out by the strain and claims as her 
right that the Allies now shoulder 
the burden.” 

Thus Premier Kerensky explained 
Russia's position to the correspond-’ 
ent. The Premier was seated in the 
library of the former private office 
of the Emperor in the Winter Pal- 
ace. The correspondent called atten- 
tion to widely-contradictory reports 
on Russia’s condition and asked the 
Premier for a frank statement of 
the facts. 

RUSSIA HAS NOT QUIT. 

“It has been said by travelers re- 
turning from England and ele- 
where to America that opinion 
among the people, not officially but 
generally, is that Russia is virtually 
out of the war,” it was explained. 

“Is Russia out of the war?“ Pre- 
mier Kerensky laughed. That,“ he 
answered, “is a ridiculous question. 
“Russia is taking an enormous part 
in the war. One has only to re- 
member history. Russia began the 
war for the Allies. While she was 
already fighting, England was only 
preparing and America was only ob- 
serving. 

“Russia at the beginning bore the 
whole brunt of the fighting, thereby 
saving Great Britain and France. 
People who say she is out of the 
war have short memories. We have 
fought since the beginning and have 
the right to claim that the Allies 
now take the heaviest part of the 
burden on their shoulders. 

“At present Russian public opin- 
ion is greatly agitated by the ques- 
tion, Where is the great British 
fleet now that the German fleet is

“Russia has fought alone—tis 
fighting alone,” Kerensky said.

The Premier was asked regarding 
the morale of the Russian people 
and the Russian army. He an- 
swered: 

“The masses are worn out eco- 
nomically. The disorganized state of 
life in general has had a psycho- 
logical effect on the people. They 
doubt the possibility of the attain- 
ment of their hopes.” 

“What is the lesson to the democ- 
racies of the world of the Russian 
revolution?” 
This,“ Premier Kerensky replied, 
“is for them to find out. They must 
not lose faith in the Russian revolu- 
tion, because it is not a political 
revolution but an economic one, ard 
a revolution of facts. The Russian 
revolution is only seven months oid. 
No one has the right to fee! dislilu- 
sioned about it. It will take years 
to develop. 

“In France, which is only as large 
as three Russian departments 
(Statés) it took five years for their 
revolution to develon fully.”

ENEMIES 


Diaries of German 


Commanders Show} 
Eftectiveness of Lighter Craft. 


Oct. 16.—Diaries taken from 
captured U-boat commanders fur- 
nish documentary evidence that the 
destroyer is the most effective of 
present weapons against the subma- 
rine. “Avoided destroyer” is the 
often repeated entry. In fact, these 
logs show conclusively that the sub- 
marines are having a hard time 
of it. 

The result of the destroyer activ- 
ity during the last four weeks has 
been not only a decrease in casual- 
ties of merchant ships, but also a 
still more satisfactory increase in 
the number of submarines sunk. 
‘The convoving of merchantmen 
has now reached a stage of consid- 
era ble perfection, after many: 
months’ work in training both the 
officers of merchant ships and the 
persennel of the patrol flotillas. 
While systematic convoying was un- 
dertaken primarily as a defensive 
measure, it has now developed that 
convoying is at the same time the 
best offensive measure yet devised 
against the U-boat. 

The offensive side of convoying 
may best be shown by an illustra- 
tion. When a submarine tries to tor- 
pedo a convoyed ship—as subma- 
rines are how compelled to do owing 
to the infrequency of unconvoyed 
shipping—there is always a destroy- 
er on the scene, and the chances 
of her getting“ that particular 
submarine are correspondingly in- 
creased.

unions, in addition to wage increases 
and other betterments, involving ap-

In his telegram Reed explained 
that his recommendations to com- 
mandeer properties and employees 
of the company were limited to the 
extent “necessary to maintain full 
efficiency of operation.” 

CONFERENCE. 

Representatives of the organized 
employees were in conference to- 
night to decide means of forcing re- 
turn of those already on strike, an 
action which was taken yesterday 


in defiance of officers of the Inter- 


national Brotherhood of Electrica) 
Workers, who voted deferment pend- 
ing mediation. After sending his mes- 


sage to Secretary Wilson, Reed, in | 


explaining his recommendations, is- 
sued this statement: 

“After continued and earnest ef- 
forts to bring about an agreement 
with the Pacific Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company that its subsidia- 
ries would agree to, a settlement of 
the strike leaders, I received at 
12:30 o'clock today a letter from the 
company, which already had been 
given to the press by the company, 


Stating the company’s willingness to 
co-operate with the commission in 
reaching a satisfactory solution of 
all matters, with the exception of 
recognition of treating with the 
girls’ unions. 

I immediately addressed as strong 
an appeal as Iam capable of writing 
to the officials of the company, re- 
questing them to reconsider in the 
Interest of national defense, and at 
2:35 o’clock, having received no an- 
swer, I telephoned to one of the 
officials, who repeated that the com- 
pany would not recede from its posi- 
tion. As I am reliably advised by 
others than interested parties that a 
general strike will take place to- 
night unless the workers are aa- 
sured of firm and immediate action 
upon the part of the government, I 
am giving this message to the press 
as it will thus reach the workers 
faster than in any other way. 

“I have just wired to Secretary of

FACT SIN NEGOTIATIONS 
TOLD IN CORRESPONDENCE 


F. MASON, division superin- 
( . tendent of the Pacific Tele-

last night gave out in full the cor- 
respondence passing between the 
telephone officials and Verner Z. 
Reed, president of the mediation 
commission in San Francisco, in 
regard to the telephone situation. 

In making the correspondence 
public Mr. Mason said: “It appears 
that a further conference will be 
required in San Francisco to settle 
the question which has arisen 
through misapprehension as to the 
status of the organizations involved 
—a misapprehension which the of- 
cers of the organizations themselves 
have frankly rectified.” 

The .correspondence is fully in- 
corporated in the following letter: 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2, 1917. 
Verner Z. Reed, Esq 

President Mediation Commission, 

St. Francis Hotel, 
San Francisco, Cal. 
Dear Sir: 

We acknowledge receipt of your 
communication of November 1. 
reading as follows: 

confirm that on yesterday I 
reached an agreement with the 
vice-president of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
and the local representatives of the 
Electrical Workers’ Union upon the 
following terms: 

“First, that they will treat with 
the President's commissioner or 
commissioners in the matter of their 
the Pacific Tele- 

hone and Telegraph Company and 
will abide by the commission's de- 
cision; that they accept my finding 
that the question of recognition of 
their girls’ or women's union is not 
a change of existing standards, and 
that they should be treated with as 
any other union; that on the wage 
question they agreed to my finding 
that 12% per cent. over existing 
wages shall be paid to the men and 


that any question of any further in-| pe 


crease to the men, or increase over 
the existing wage of the women, 
| shall be arbitrated by the commis- 
sion or its appointee, and that they 
will abide by the decision. 

therefore request that you con- 
firm to me that you agree that the 


jsettlement of the dispute will be left 


in the hands of the President's me- 
diation commissioners; that you will 
treat with the girls’ union as indi- 
cated above; that you agree to my 
ruling on the wage question, and 
that you will appoint responsible 
committees at once to co-operate 
with me in a speedy and final de- 
termination of the existing ques- 
tions.“ 

SECOND COMMUNICATION. 

Also your second communication 
of the same date reading as follows: 

“Referring to our conversation of 
this afternoon on the question as to 
whether the girls’ unions had exist- 
ed in this territory for the time 
stated in the declaration to me by 
the union officials, the union offi- 
cials, at my request, have called on 
me and stated that I was mistaken 
in my understanding that there had 
been unions here for the period 
mentioned. 

“I gee no reason, however, to 
alter my finding in that matter, as 
these gentlemen state to me that the 
women's unions have from the time 
metnioned been acknowledgd and 
recognized as part of their unions 
and their brotherhoods, and it 
would seem to me to be rather split- 
ting hairs if the commission should 
rule that any specified territory 
should be closed to their recogni- 
tion.” 

THE COMPANY'S ANSWER. 

We note that you misunderstood 
the facts upon which you based 
your finding that unions of our op- 
erators existed as far back as 1911. 
As a matter of fact, no such union 


of our operators existed prior to, or 


| 


at the time the United States en- 

tered the war, or, in fact, prior to 

June of the present year. 

The policy of the national admin- 
istration, as publicly by 
the Secretary of Labor, W. B. Wil- 
son, is as follows: 

J have said to labor that this is 
no time to insist upon union recog- 
nition and no time to insist upon 
changes in labor standards.” 

And, again, “That employers and 
employees in private industries 
should not attempt to take advan- 
tage of the existing abnormal con- 
ditions to change the standards 
which they were unable to change 
under normal conditions.” 

We are not in any way attempt- 
ing to, or desirous of, changing 
those standards which Wave been 
recognized by this company and 
which have been established by law, 
mutual agreement or by custom. 

Some of our employees are clearly 
being influenced to take advantage 
of the existing abnormal conditions 
to change the relations which no 
effort was made to change under 
normal conditions, and to force us 
under the stress of present condi- 
tions to recognize and make agree- 
ments with unions which did not 
exist before the war. As evidence 
of this, we call your attention to 
the fact that the operators who be- 
came members of these local un- 
ions, numbering less than 15 per 
cent. of our total operating force 
and limited to a few exchanges in 
Oregon and Washington, are now on 
strike in direct violation of the or- 
der of the officers of their own or- 
ganization, the International Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers, and 
in defiance of your own request that 
they remain at work pending the 
attempted settlement of the matters 
now in dispute. This emphasizes 
the correctness of the position which 
we have heretofore taken, and pub- 
licly expressed, that we could not, 
consistently with our obligation to

Twenty thousand dollars’ worth of 
fines have been imposed upon mem- 
bers of the Mill Workers’ Union in 
Los Angeles, because they went back 
to, work without permission of the 
Executive Committee, after having 
struck for recognition of the union. 

Four weeks ago, when 238 un- 
lonized mill workers struck, the 
mills continued to run almost as 
though nothing had happened. Two 
weeks later the strikers began drift- 
ing back to their jobs. It is declared 
by mill owners that all the plants 
now are running full-handed and 
that all but about thirty-eight of 
the union men are back at their 
posts. % 

Early in the week the Executive 
Committee of the union held a meet- 
ing and decided to fine all of the 
men who insisted upon working in 
spite of the strike order. They were 
notified that if they returned to 
work Thursday morning they would 
be penalized to the extent of $100 
each. In spite of that order, nearly 
200 of them were on the job yester- 
day. They are said to regard the 
fines as a joke.

AT A DEADLOCK 


Dealers Declitie to Take Any 
Steps in Matter. 


Government Doesn’t Want the 
Booze; Then What? 
Both Sides Pass the Puzzle on 
to Washington. 


The United States government and 
the liquer dealers of Los Angeles 
and Southern California are at a 
deadlock on the war tax and are 
In a remarkable situation. 

This became apparent yesterday 
when a large number of liquor deal- 
ers failed to pay the government 
floor tax. The failure was due, it 
was said, to the fact that the 
liquor men's credit ship is high and. 
dry on the prohibition movement 
shoals, and the bonding companies 
decline to give surety bonds, 

The Federal law states that in 
event firms fail to pay their tax. the 
stocks of such firms will he seized 
by the government. | 

Liquor men are confident that 
such .a drastic procedure will not 
be followed and predict that the 
government will “back down.” 

John P. Carter, local Collector of 
Internal Revenue, said he does not 
anticipate any act on the part of the 
government to “oppress” concerns 
unable to pay the war tax. The col 
lettor is awaiting some official word 
from Washington. 


WILL DO NOTHING. 


George B. Scott, secretary of the 
Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. said that the Southern Call- 
fornia liquor men will not send rep- 
resentatives to Washington to ask 
for relief. He said that liquor con- 
eerns in all parts of the ‘country 
Were as badly affected as those in 
Southern California, and declared 
that the companies here would let 
— eastern brothers do the fight - 
ng. 

“We cannot send men to Wash- 
ington to put up a fight.” said Secre- 
tary Scott. “We haven't the neces- 
sary money. The liquor men are 
not able to pay taxes, let alone ex- 
cursion fares to Washington. 

“We will sit back and wait for 
the Federal authorities to act. A 
large number of our dealers are in 
a position where they cannot get 
money or bonds, and there is noth- 
ing else for them to do but wait and 
see what Washington does. If they 
could pay, they would, gladly.” 

WILL NOT SEIZE? 

In a statement, predicting what 
action the government would take, 
Collector Carter said: 

“Say for me that the government 
has no disposition to enforce any 
drastic regulations against taxpayers 
who cannot respond to the law re- 
quiring the payment of what is 
known as ‘floor tax’ on liquors, ci- 
gars, cigarettes, etc. This is no time 
to oppress the people. It will not 
be done. It never has been done. 
Suppose we seized stocks of liquors 
for the nonpayment of the tax? We 
wouldthave on hand a lot of whisky. 
That is not what we want. The 
national treasury wants money, not 
goods of any description.

DEBUT AT C 


TO WAR MAKE. 


AMP KEARNY. 


Mennonites, Dunkards and Quakers will 
Carry Stretchers. 


AMP KBARNY, Nov. 2.—Con- 
scientious objectors made their 


debut at Camp Kearny today, 
coming in two coaches attached to a 
train of National Army men from 
Camp Funston, Kan. The objectors, 
numbering eighty-three, of which 
thirty will be sent back as physical- 
ly disqualified, are Californians and 
came from American Lake. They 
are Mennonites, Dunkards and 
Quakers. Those who will stay were 
attached to the base hospital, and 
will become litter bearers. They 
will perform their duties from the 
front-line trenches to the ambu- 
lances a milé back of the line when 
at the front. The n Were com- 
manded by Capt. W. E. Grant and 
two sergeants, not objectors, but for- 
mer service men. The objectors in- 
clude cooks, bakers, stenographers 
and clerks. They will not be re- 
quired to wéar a uniform. 

With vivid touches of reality the 
battlefields of Europe will be 
brought to the artillerymen of the 
Fortieth Division within a few 
weeks. The real thrills of air re- 
connoissance. and trench warfare, 
sueh as never before experienced by 
officers and men of the division will 
be the stimulus given the thousands 
of soldiers here in mock air and 
land maneuvers to be staged here 
under the direction of Brig.-Gen. Le- 
roy S. Lyon, commander of the Six- 
ty-fifth Artillery Brigade. Plans for 
the staging of the big maneuvers 
are going forward rapidly and will 
include the participation of the avia- 
tion school at North Island and 
practically all the fighting units of 
the brigade. 

On a scale of magnitude, fleets 
ef airplanes will observe a mimic 
enemy and wireless this infor- 
mation to the trenches of the camp.

Contrasting strangely with asso- 
ciations of murderers, bunco men, 
pickpockets and expert criminals, 
who have sat in the office of De- 
tective Captain Home, five boys, all 
under 16 years of age, pranked and 
wrestied in the sanctum yesterday 
while confessing to numerous bur- 
glaries which they have committed 


in the Wilshire district. 

The boys gave the names of Jo- 
seph W. Bruce, 13 years old, of No. 
1016 Ingraham street; Floyd Bu- 
changn, 14, of No. 1014 South Union 
avenue; George Boyer, 16, No. 833 
South Garland street; Donald Diehl, 
12, No. 1419 West Ninth street, and 
Herman Benson, 11, of No. 1532 
Cambria street.

D. E. Hughes, civilian en- 
gineer for the local United 
States Engineer's Office, states 
that 250 tons of rock were 
displaced by the Governor, It 
is believed it will cost several 
thousand dollars to build that 
portion of the breakwater up 
again, On the outside tier 
each rock weighed from eight 
I to fifteen tons, while on the 
inside tier the weights ran 
from three to six tons. There 
is an opening about fifty feet 
‘wide. When the breakwater 
was originally laid, the cost 
of the rock was about $4 a 
ton, but that figure will not 
cover the cost of a repair job 
like this will be. 


Following a preliminary exam- 
ination yesterday of the Steamer 
Governor, which rammed the break- 
water Thursday night 8282 


tle, theories of the relative strength 
of the great rock wall and steel ves- 


|sels were somewhat upset. 


The Governor ploughed clear 


through the top course of the break- 


water tumbling the great blocks over 
like toy building blocks before the 
hand of a determined child, While 
the Pacific Steamship Company, 
owners of the vessel, will probably 
have quite a bill to pay the govern- 
ment for replacing the rock in the 
breakwater, the damage to the ves- 
sel is slight. The Governor poked 
her nose three feet past the inside 


lof the top course of rock, but above 


the water line there was little more 

than the paint missing from the 

vessel. One plate was punctured 

but the vessel leaked but little and 

the pumps had no difficulty in tak- 
care of the leakage. 

Until the United States Inspectors 
of hulls and boilers return from San 
Diego and begin their investigation 
of the accident the full extent of the 
damage will not be known, but it 
is probable that they will permit the 
steamer to proceed to San Francisco, 
where it will have to be put in dry- 
dock for an examination and re- 
pairs, but by omitting the scheduled 
trip to Puget Sound the steamer will 
probably be in shape to turn over 
to the government November 15 for 
operation by the Matson line between 
San Francisco and Honolulu, ac- 
cording to the programmes. 

The Governor was on her last trip 
from this port before being turned 
over to the government when she hit 
the rock wall. She was to have 
gone through to Puget Sound and 
be turned over upon the return to 
San Francisco. The steamer Presi- 
dent was also acquired for the Hono- 
lulu service to replace larger ves- 
sels of the Matson line taken over 
for government transport der vice. 

While officers on the ship, as 10 
customary in such cases, decline to 
discuss the cause of the accident 
pending an investigation by the Fed- 
eral inspectors,’the theory advanced 
by shipmasters is that the quar- 
termaster put over his helm too soon 
after rounding the breakwater and 


10 in setting his course for Point Fer- 


min, hit the breakwater in almost 
the identical spot where the steam- 
er Mackinaw struck in January, 
1913. This would have been missed 
had the steamer continued further 
to the south after passing the end 
of the breakwater before being 
pointed to the westward. 

Fortunately the Governor hit the 
breakwater almost squarely head 
on, otherwise the story might have 
been a different one. Had the 
steamer raked the breakwater along- 
side under speed the jagged rock 
might have ripped her open in a 
way similar to the ry to the 
Titanic in the case of the Atlantic 
disaster.

8S MUNICIPAD OWNERSHIP WISE? 

It is beyond question that the water 
supply and system of distribution of a city 
should be owned by the municipality. This 
might necessarily include a right on the 
part of the city to sell, for power and light, 
the electricity generated by the water sup- 
ply. Such sale might be made to a com- 


such conditions and regulations as would 
prevent overcharging of consumers, and it 
might not be wise for the city itself to en- 
gage in retailing light or power to con- 
summers. 

Water is a necessary of life that should 
not be owned or controlled by a private 
corporation, but illumination may be ab- 
tained from gas, from coal oll or even from 
candles. The sudden destruction of the wa- 
ter mains or water supply of a city might 
compel an immediate exodus of the people, 
who would not have time to dig wells: but 
a similar loss of electric lights, while it 
would be an inconvenience, would not 
amount to a calamity. As for street rail- 
ways, it is not necessary that a municipal- 
ity should own or operate them. It would 
be sufficient for the city to exerctse a su- 
pervision over the manner of their conduct 
and the rates of fare charged. 

But the pocket-filling patriots who have 
beguiled and bullied the people into adopt- 
ing the initiative, the referendum and the 
recall and who debauched the public serv- 
ice with a lot of worthless salary-drawing 
commissioners have not stopped at water 
or light or power or transportation owner- 
ship or control. They have made or at- 
tempted to make municipal ownership or 
control extend to investment companies, to 
clothing stores, to bakeries, butcher shops. 
vegetable and fruit stands, dairies, hotels 
and about every form of industry that can 
be made to support a “commissioner” ap- 
pointed by the plunderbund. These leeches 
are looking forward to “Looking Backward,” 
and Edward Bellamy is their prophet, priest 
and king. 

Municipal ownership of supplying the 
public with all the necessaries of life might 
be very satisfactory to the hordes of office 
holders that would be created, but it would 
be very unsatisfactory to everybody else. 
The official butcher might give the tender- 
loin steaks to the members of “the push” 
on it and sell ‘the chuck steaks to the 
pudlie for cash.

Corporation Taxes and Licenses. 

[The subjoined letter comes from 
a well-informed Los Angeles finan- 
cler. The Times has repeatedly 
called attention to the points he 
makes, and which he apparently 
has overlooked in our articles. Ed. 
Times. } 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 2.—[{To the 
Editor of The Times:] In your 
valuable paper of November 1 ap- 
‘pears an editorial under the caption 
of “Exempting the Big Corporations 
from Taxation,” which, while true in 
essential particulars, may give your’ 
readers an inference which possibly 
was not Intended, namely, that the 


equitable amount in taxes, even 
though, as you state, such corpora- 
tions may pay their total taxes to 
the State, and while some corpora- 
tions pay no city or county taxes di- 
rectly, it is equally true that the 
citizen taxpayer pays no State taxes, 
which, if assessed would certainly 
amount to as much as is now lost 
through nonpayment of city and 
county taxes by the corporations. 
The editorial referred to is, I 
think, in error in one very essential 
particular, namely, that there is in 
Los Angeles county alone operative 
corporation property at 
more than two hundred million dol- 
lars that does not pay a dollar for 
the support of either city or county 
government. Many of our public 
service corporations not only pay 
very high State taxes, but also pay 
2 per cent. of their gross revenue 
to the city or county, or both, un- 
der the guise of a franchise tax, 
which aggregates a very 
emount. 

An exhaustive study conducted by 
the State Tax Commission during 
a period of two years between the 
sessions of the Legislature of 1915 
and 1917 brought to lNeht the fact 
that the average withdrawn corpo- 
ration (by which term is meant the 
corporations referred to by your ar- 
ticle which pay only State taxes) 
were paying on an average a higher 
rate per 8100 actual valuation than 
the average citizen
